Ball Guard on Battlefield. 


Maurice Miller, East Middle street, 
had his left leg broken at two places 
near the ankle, Tuesday afternoon, 
about 4 o’dock, after he made an 
unsuccessful attempt to escape being 
run down by the automobile driven 
by Mrs. Emory Dougherty, Stevens 
street, along West Confederate ave­ 
nue, when the machine became un­ 
controllable, as a 
result of having 
struck a cannon ball guard along that 
roadway. 
Mrs. Dougherty, the 
sole occu­ 
pant of the 
automobile, 
had just 
rounded the corner at West Middle 
street and West Confederate avenue 
to the right when she found herself 
confronted by a machine coming to­ 
ward the car she was driving. 
Ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Dougherty, in an ef­ 
fort to avoid the automobile headed 
toward her, she turned her car sharp­ 
ly to the right. 
Before she was aware, the front 
axle of the car struck a guard, in 
the form 
of a cannon 
ball, which 
stands along West Confederate ave­ 
nue. 
The impact 
wdth this stout 
guard, bent the front axle of her 
car and rendered the steering gear 
useless. 
When she 
attempted 
to 
bring her machine back on the road, 
she found she Was unable to do so. 
Mr. Miller, a battlefield I guard, 
who was walking on the path along 
West Confederate avenue in front of 
the residence of Dr. M. Coover, saw 
the machine headed in his direction. 
To escape being struck, he attempted 
to climb over the iron fence which 
stands along the path. He was p art­ 
ly over before the machine caught 
hi* left leg, pinning his ankle against 
the fence. 
Mr. Miller was taken to the W ar­ 
ner Hospital in a 
passing delivery 
truck and an 
X-ray picture taken 
which revealed a compound fracture 
of the left leg above the ankle. 
The 
automobile 
was 
brought to 
an 
abrupt halt 
against the 
iron 
fence. 
The front axle was found to 
be so badly bent that it was necessary 
to tow the machina to a local garage 
for repairs. 
The car in passing over 
the cannon ball guard, along side the 
road, tore 
the granite 
base, upon 
which the cannon ball rests, from the 
ground. 
Reports from the Warner Hospital 
this afternoon were that Mr. Miller 
was resting more comfortably today.

Mr. Lindaman

of

Tuesday was seized with an especially 
severe attack and was removed to the 
West Side Sanatarium, York. 
He 
was operated upon last Friday but 
gangrene, is said to have set in, which 
resulted in his death. 
After attending public schools in 
Littlestown, Mr. Lindaman attended 
the Littlestown High school, later he 
was a student at Eichelberger Aca­ 
demy, Hanover. 
He spent two years 
at Ursinus College and four years lat­ 
er graduated from Hannemann Medi­ 
cal College, Philadelphia. 
Dr. Lindaman began the practice of 
medicine a t Two Taverns, tips county, 
but within a year moved to Bonneau­ 
ville, where he practiced his profes­ 
sion about eleven years.

Gettysburg has been made a stop­ 
ping point in the ten-day tour just 
launched by the Cleveland-Akron Bus 
Company. 
The first bus, carrying 
sixteen passengers, their baggage and 
a driver, anived here Tuesday even­ 
ing, enroute 
to 
New 
York City. 
Other busses 
of 
the company will 
stop here at three or four-day inter­ 
vals, it is expected. 
The first party 
j stopped at the Eagle Hotel. 
The bus left 
Cleveland 
Monday 
morning for a sightseeing trip 
of 
I 1,300 miles. 
Their 
first stop was 
I made at Greensburg and the second 
here. 
The remainder of the itinerary 
follows: 
Philadelphia, 
New York, 
Atlantic City, Baltimore, Washing­ 
ton* 
Cumberland, 
Pittsburgh 
and 
Cleveland. 
This is the first attempt, it is said, 
to inaugurate long-distance sightsee­ 
ing trips in this section of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
The tours are being made 
in 
specially 
equipped 
automobiles 
with pneumatic tires and air springs. 
Early requests for reservations, it is 
said, indicate that two busses will 
leave Cleveland each week. 


Peculiar circumstances surround the 
finding 
of 
a well constructed, 
but 
bloody pad, in a wooded field owned by 
the firm of Oyler and Spangler, along 
the 
Lincoln Highway, about a mile 
east 
of Gettysburg. 
The pad 
was 
found in the field, not more than twen­ 
ty five feet 
from the highway, 
last 
Sunday, but the finding was not call­ 
ed to the attention of County Coroner 
C. G. Crist until 
Tuesday evening, 
when he was summoned to make an 
investigation. 


When viewed Tuesday evening, the 
pad was water soaked, but neverthe­ 
less large 
splotches of blood, which 
had 
become dark, covered 
the sheet 
and newspapers of which the pad was 
constructed. 
According to Coroner 
Crist, the blood was that of a human 
being 
and all 
indications, he 
said, 
pointed to the fact that a child had 
been born at that place. 
Evidences were that the pad 
was 
constructed some time in advance. A 
number of Philadelphia newspapers, 
bearing dates from April 23 to June 
13 had been covered with a sheet and 
the whole thing carefully sewed to* 
gether. 


A t the head of the pad was found a 
folded copy of the Gettysburg Times 
of June 29. 
This bore marks of splat­ 
tered blood. 
One corner was slightly 
scorched as though an effort was made 
to obliterate 
the name and 
address 
label usually located at the top of the 
first page. 
The grove 
in which the pad 
was 
found is known as the Hospital woods 
and is located on the south side of the 
(Lincoln Highway. 
The spot 
where 
I the gruesome 
find was made is 
not 
(visible 
to passing motorists, 
heavy 
(Vines on the fence along the road hid­ 
ing the view. 
Overhead the spot is 
sheltered by overlapping branches and 
! leaves. 
Jacob 
Weaver made the discovery

Upper Classmen From 26 Institutions 
Have Been Receiving Dinners Daily; 


From Kecny to Keep Them Alive.

Services 
were conducted by the Rev. Harry

Gettysburg, like many other places 
throughout the country, now faces 
one of the worst coal famines in the 
history of the community. 
Since the 
miners went on 
strike four months 
ago, the stocks in the local yards have 
been gradually depleted, until at the 
present time there is little or no an­ 
thracite coal, 
of the popular sizes, 
to be had. 
No hard coal has been 
received by the 
dealers 
since 
the 
strike was declared and it has only 
been because most of the residents 
of town have been 
awaiting cooler 
weather to lay in the winter’s sup­ 
ply, that the stocks, here, have last­ 
ed up to this time. 
Inquiry at the local coal yards this 
morning developed the fact that at 
present, there is but two sizes of 
anthracite coal offered for sale. One 
yard reports having a small amount 
of the nut size on hand, while other 
dealers have pea coal only. 
It has 
been explained that there has been a 
surplus of this size of coal on hand, 
and as it is not popular with many 
consumers, a small quantity remains. 
It is impossible, local dealers de­ 
clare, to purchase anthracite coal at 
the present time, ah the stocks 
of 
wholesale dealers have been entirely 
exhausted and should cold 
weather 
come before the mines are again in 
operation, 
much 
suffering 
would 
probably result. 
Dealers in Gettysburg report hav­ 
ing large stocks of bituminous coal 
on hand, and say that they have no 
difficlty in purchasing this grade, but 
many residents of town, it is said, 
are refusing to purchase this coal for 
use in their dwellings. 


The 
task of 
supplying food 
for 
2,250 students in the higher institu­ 
tions of learning in Petrograd, Flus- 
sia, has been taken over by Spurgeon 
M. Keeny, a native 
of Shrewsbury, 
York county, and a graduate of Get­ 
tysburg College, in the class of 1914, 
according to word given out by 
the 
American Relief Administration head­ 
quarters in New York City. 
Following his 
graduation here 
in 
1914, 
Mr. 
Keeny 
taught 
various 
branches in College until 1916 when 
he was given his m aster’s degree at 
the same time working for a Rhodes 
Scholarship to Oxford, w-hich he later 
received. 
Mr. Keeny was in England 
when the world war broke out and en­ 
listed in the Y. M. C. A. service of 
that country and saw service in Meso­ 
potamia and France. 
Word 
was recently received 
from 
Mr. Keeny by Dr. W. A. Granville, 
president of Gettysburg College, tell­ 
ing of his activities in Russiarj stu­ 
dent relief work. 
With the letter was 
a belated pledge of $100 for the Mil­ 
lion Dollar endowment fund for Get­ 
tysburg College which went “over the 
top” in June. 
P art of the pledge was 
made in Russian Soviet rubles. 
Mr. 
Keeny sent 100,000 of them, which in 
American money are worth about five 
cents. 
Mr. Keeny is now a foreign repre­ 
sentative of the Y. M. C. A. 
He is 
assisted in his 
work by Robert 
Pol- 
litz, formerly with tho American Y. 
M. C. A. in Russia. 
Student 
feeding 
was 
instituted 
through the co-operation of the Ameri­ 
can Relief 
Administration and since 
May I, the juniors and seniors from 
twenty six Petrograd institutions of 
learning have 
been receiving dinner 
daily in the dining rooms. 
Prior to this 
the students had 
so 
little food they often fell asleep in the 
unheated rooms, exhausted, and they 
were forced to seek employment in or­ 
der to

READY FOR CONFERENCE 


Large Ohio Operator** Aaaociation to 
Talk With Miners. 


(By Associated Press) 
Bridgeport, 
Ohio, 
July 
26— An­ 
nouncement was made by the secre­ 
tary of the Pittsburgh Vein Operators 
Association, that they are now ready 
for a conference with officials of the 
United Mine Workers Union, either 
for the State of Ohio or for the Cen­ 
tral Competitive fields, with a view to 
ending the strike. 
This is the first definite announce­ 
ment made by this association, which 
produces more than one third of the 
entire output of 
coal in Ohio, 
that 
they are willing to enter into a con­ 
ference with the miners on this basis. 
This Association 
employs 20,000 
of 
the 50,000 men engaged in the indus­ 
t r y in this State.

This certificate of injury must be 
secured before August 9 of this year 
if it is to serve as a basis for com­ 
pensation after that date. 
The cer­ 
eb rate is merely a statement of an 
injury received in the service which 
might after some years cause a dis­ 
ability or death on the part of the 
man 
receiving 
the 
injury. 
The 
failure to secure the certificate 
will 
mean that the man cannot secure, 
the compensation in case he needs it 
after that date. 
Colonel 
Charles 
Forbes, national 
director of the veterans* bureau, 
is 
urging all local bureaus to ask their 
men to secure the certificates even 
though the injury may be slight at 
the present time. 
He asks also that 
all men having even a slight dis­ 
ability, apply for compensation be­ 
fore that date, for whether or not 
they receive it now, it will serve as 
data if the time comes when they 
will have need of it.

Rothschild, son of Baron Henri Roths­ 
child, head of the famous Rothschild 
family of France, was sued for $500/- 
000 damages in state supreme court 
today by Marie Porquet, a French girl, 
who alleges, he came to this country 
last spring upon his promise to marry 
her and that he has since refused to 
fix a date for the marriage. 
A statement issues by Rothchild’s 
counsel, declared that he “denies most 
strenuously 
the statement 
of 
tha 
plaintiff and states that the claim 
that he ever promised or contemplated 
marrying, is absurd and without the 
slightest foundation.’’ 
Rothschild is now in Paris. 
Monsieur Rothschild, according to 
Mile. Porquet’s attorney, is the eldest 
child of Baron Henri Rothschild and 
is 27 years old. 
He is unmarried 
and was widely entertained when he 
came to tho United States in March 
for a tour of this country. 
Mile. 
Porquet is 24 and is hiding in New 
York city, the attorney said.

HELP FARM ERS WITH ACCOUNTS PLANS MIGRATION TO LIBERIA 


State College A urited 2,000 Farmers 
Last W eek . 
* 
I 
Angeles 
Colure^ Preacher 
Ha* 
Ship Ready to lake Negroes There. 


Agricultural extension specialists of 
the Pennsylvania State College gave 
assistance 
during 
the past year to 
more than 2 0 0 0 farmer* in the keep­ 
ing of their accounts and the m anage­ 
ment of farm s. 
A summary of the 
work accomplished in the year end­ 
ing July I, shows that the Agricul­ 
tural Extension Department not only 
gave advice in the actual raising of 
crops but rendered assistance in such 
matters as farm m ortgages, book­ 
keeping, cost computing, farm leas­ 
es and farm labor. 
Individual 
instruction 
was given 
to the farm ers in their own localities. 
The problems taken up included al­ 
most every phase of farm m anage­ 
ment. 
Records on the cost of pro­ 
ducing milk, beef, young pigs and po­ 
tatoes, kept by individual farmers, 
were summarized 
by the extension 
specialists and the results used by 
the farm ers to improve their m eth­ 
ods. 
In more than one case, 
the 
farmer who believed he was operat­ 
ing at a profit, was surprised to find 
that he was actually falling below 
a five per cent return on his invest­ 
ment . 
Among the results obtained in this 
work for the year wert* the facts that 
the number of farm s carrying mort­ 
gages have increased in number; that 
the cost of producing IOO pounds of 
milk on various 
farms varied from 
$2.51 
to 
$4.33; 
that the average 
general cost of. producing a bushel of 
potatoes was 62 cents, while from the 
farm s where potato spraying 
was 
practiced the cost 
per bushel was 
only 36 cents; and that the cost o f 
producing little pigs to the weaning 
age was $4.43 per pig. 
’ 
The result of the advice of State 
College extension specialists has been 
many dollars saved 
to Pennsylvania 
farm ers.

An inquiry of importance to Dau­ 
phin,

COMPLETE WATER SYSTEM S 


Construction Of Septk* Tank Recom­ 
mended For Farm U se. 


The use of improved water system s 
on Pennsylvania farm s has increased 
greatly in the last few years. 
In 
many instances, a complete system 
is installed, including bath room con­ 
veniences and proper equipment for 
th** disposal of sew erage. There are, 
however, 40,000 
farm s in Pennsyl­ 
vania that have running water in the 
house, but no bath facilities nor ade­ 
quate system of sewerage disposal. 


A septic tank on each of these 
farms 
would serve 
as a sanitary 
method of disposing of sewerage, and 
would probably cost less in the end 
than the unsanitary cesspool which is 
a constant menace to health. 
It is 
an easy matter to build an efficient 
septic tank if the proper form 
is 
used in casting concrete. 
The tanks 
and connections should not cost more 
than $50 to $75 including the farm ­ 
er’s labor. 
The septic tank recommended by 
the Adams County Farm Bureau and 
endorsed by the Slate Department of 
Health has been found most satisfac­ 
tory on each o f 24 farm s where one 
has been installed under the direc­ 
tion of the Agricultural Extension 
Service at State College. 
In some 
counties, the standard forms used in 
making the tank have been retained 
by the Farm Bureau, and have been 
used in the construction of at least 
25 additional tanks.

King’s Queer Conduct 
Coupled with all this is King Alex­ 
ander's strange conduct at Paris last 
summer. 
In June, 
1921, 
an attempt 
was 
made to assassinate Alexander, then 
a prince, in Belgrade. 
Wounded, he 
went to Paris to recover. 
His fath ­ 
er, King Peter, died. 
Since Prince George, Alexander's 
elder brother, 
had 
formally 
aban­ 
doned his fjlaim to the throne, Alex­ 
ander proclaimed himself king. But 
he stayed in Paris and could not be 
induced to return to Belgrade. 
He was afraid of anarchists and 
other malcontents, it was said, since 
many attempts had been made 
on 
his life. 
On Oct. ll Alexander was 
reported as saying he never would 
mount the Jugoslav throne. 
Premier 
Patchich 
of 
Jugoslavia 
journeyed to Paris, 
lie held many 
conferences with the young king. 
And early in November Alexander 
and 
Patchich 
left 
for 
Belgrade, 
1 where A lev eller formally took oath 
as king. 
Shortly afterward his corn­ 
ing marriage to Princess Marie was 
announced. 
“Alexander didn’t want 
to mount 
; the throng,’* says court gossips. “But 
I Pachich* dangled before his eyes the 
throne of Russia and one of Europe’s 
most beautiful princesses. 
And to 
this temptation Alexander yialded.”
